Report from Havana. 

Havana, Cuba, January 14, 1901. 
Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report for the week 
ended January ] 2, 1901 : One hundred and eight deaths are reported 
from all causes ; only 2 deaths from yellow fever. Ten new cases of 
yellow fever occurred during the week, 1 being an American. Asst. 
Surg. P. E. Trotter, at Cienfuegos, has reported 2 more cases of yellow 
fever in that city. Asst. Surg. ft. H. von Bzdorf cabled on January 7, 
1901, that a case of smallpox had occurred in Santiago in the person of 
a Cuban child 12 years old. The accompanying tabulated report shows 
the general routine work of the station.
